I¢ is whether or not we now willingly give enough 
of our present incomes in taxes to finance the war and maintain a sound econo- 
my that will protect the buying power and value of the bulk of our wages 
and salaries; or that we now prize our incomes to such an extent that we do 
not contribute enough of them in taxes to maintain a sound economy and hold
